WILMINGTON - Police have 
received several reports dur- 
ing the past few weeks from 
residents who are curious 
about a solicitation to pur- 
chase insurance coverage for 
the repair of water lines into 


Florida-based company that 
promises to cover the cost of 
repairs up to $5,000 a year for 
any homeowner who pays 
$59.88 a year for insurance 
coverage. They advertise that 
licensed contractors from 
local communities will per- 
form repairs to your water 
line to repair leaks or replace 
a segment of pipe. 

According to Wilmington 
Police Lieutenant Chris 
Neville, many communities 
have received complaints 
from residents who believe 
that the coverage is being 
solicited from the local 
municipal water provider. 
The Wilmington Water 
Department has also fielded 
a number of inquiries. An 
Internet search shows dozens 
of articles from newspapers 
across the country reporting 
on residents who have been 
duped into purchasing the 
insurance. In many cases the 
residents believe the litera- 
ture from Home Service USA 
advertising Water Line 
Service Coverage is affiliated 
with their water bills. 

In Wilmington, the Town’s 
Water Department maintains 
and provides service to all 
residents who are on the 
Municipal system. The 
Town’s service covers all 
problems leading up to the 
shut off valve near the street, 
as well as the water meter 
located inside the house. Most 
residents will never have a 
problem with their copper 
water lines leading into their 
homes and the life span is 
generally for many decades, 
said Neville. Residents should 
be aware that the Town's 
Water Department will pro- 
vide repairs to a copper 
water line at cost and the 
response time is generally 
rapid. Although costs will 
vary depending on the dis- 
tance from the street, the 
repair will generally be less 
than the cost quoted in the 
company literature.

November, the girls of WUMC 
youth group sponsored a

Shawsheen coach Mark

son, was thrilled and proud of 
his team’s accomplishment of 

inning the’sectional crown. 

“I don’t think another voca- 
tional school has ever won a 
Division 1 sectional so this 
means a lot to our program,” 
Donovan said. “I talked to 
the kids on the way over on 
the bus and told them that 
there were three or four 
teams thinking they could 
win this thing, but only one 
that knew they could win and 
that was us, And these kids 
went out and got it done.” 

As the No. 1 seed in the sec-

. thing I liked most is that if 


something went wrong we 
would have somebody step up 
and get the job done.” 

Making the title even more 
satisfying for the Rams was 
the competition they had to 
beat to earn it.

Easy Cherry Tart recipe 


A cherry of a fruit 


Cherries are fruit that grow on trees. They are known as stone 
fruits or drupes because of the large pit inside of the flesh. They 
are related to other stone fruits, such as plums, and more distant- 
ly to peaches and nectarines. 


Cherries come in different 
varieties and colors, and are cate- “\ 
gorized as sweet or sour. Sweet cher- 
Ties have more calories and less vita- 
min C and beta carotene than sour cher- 
Ties, The best known sour cherry is the 
Montgomery. It is typically found in com- 
mercial pie fillings. Bing and Lambert cher- 
ries are some of the most popular sweet 
varieties. 


Cherries are nutritional powerhouses, 
boasting antioxidant properties and other 
healthful nutrients. Incorporating cherries 
into your diet is a good way to enjoy beta 
carotene, fiber and vitamin C. 


Washington, Oregon, Utah, and Idaho are the states in the U.S. 
responsible for 70 percent of the cherry production. Cherries have 
a limited growing season; therefore, cherries found in groceries 
after August are probably imported and kept in cold storage. 


A loss of texture and taste occurs when cherries are subjected to 
warm temperatures. So choose fruit that has been stored in a cool, 
moist place. Cherries will not ripen once picked, so take the time 
to choose good fruit at the market. Worthwhile cherries should be 
large (about an inch or more in diameter), glossy, plump, hard, 
and dark-colored for their variety. Look for cherries that still con- 
tain the stems, which should be green and healthy. 


You can store cherries in the refrigerator for up to one week. If 
they are frozen in a single layer, and then transferred to a freez- 
er bag, they can be kept frozen for up to one year. 


Cherries taste the best at room temperature, or enjoyed right off 
of the tree. Other preparations include being baked into pies and 
desserts, Cherries can be poached in a small amount of water or 
wine and turned into a jam. 


Easy Cherry Tart 


Makes one tart 


1 rolled, prepared refrigerated pie crust at room tempera- 


ture (half of box contents) 


1 can of cherry pie filling, with mostly fruit reserved (save 


juice and gel for toast or to spread on other desserts) 


1 teaspoon lemon zest 
1 teaspoon orange zest 
Nonstick cooking spray 


Preheat oven to 425 F. 


Spray a cookie sheet with non- 
stick cooking spray. Unroll the 
crust on the sheet. Spread the 
cherries and zests onto the 
crust, leaving a 2-inch crust 
border. 


Fold the crust over so that it partially covers the cherry filling, 


but the center is left exposed. Bake about 20 to 25 minutes, or until 
the crust is lightly brown. 


Serve warm with vanilla ice cream, if desired.
